Lustron Hearing 
Is Scheduled 
For April 23 


COLUMBUS. April ll — The 
federal court here will hear fi­ 
nal arguments April 23 on a peti­ 
tion to turn over more than $2 
million in cash assets of the de­ 
funct Lustron Corporation 
to 
Chicago bankruptcy trustees. 
Federal Judge Moll G. Under­ 
wood angrily refused Tuesday to 
rule immediately on the petition 
filed only a few minutes before 
the court session. 
Attorneys for the bankruptcy 
trustees urged speed so the Navy 
could take over the former pre- 
fabru ated housing plant which 
figured spectacularly in a Sen­ 
ate investigation of the Recon­ 
struction Finance Corp. 
However, 
Judge 
Underwood 
stated heatedly: 
“ The court is not inclined to 
follow such a course. 
“ I am not impressed by the 
urgency of this situation. It is 
my opinion that the Navy can 
iron out all of its difficulties 
through 
conferences 
with the 
proper officials. 
“ If not, I feel that under the 
emergency war powers the Navy 
would have no difficulty in tak­ 
ing immediate possession of this 
plant, despite the litigation pend­ 
ing here and in their courts.” 
The Navy has possession of the 
Lustron building and grounds, 
but a foreclosure proceeding by 
the R F C in Columbus and bank­ 
ruptcy action by three s m a l l 
creditors have kept the big plant 
idle. 
The bankruptcy action for less 
than $6,000 was filed last June 8. 
two days after the mortgaged 
property was sold at a U.S. mar­ 
shal's auction for $6 million. 
Lustron owed the RFC s o m e 
$36.5 million before the federal 
agency foreclosed on its loans.

New Chemical 
To Aid Water 
Fluoridation 


CLEVELAND. 
April ll — A 
self-policing new chemical w-hich 
promises safer and c h e a p e r 
fluoridation of water to prevent 
dental decay has been described 
to the American Chemical So­ 
ciety’s 119th national meeting in 
Cleveland. 
Dr. Wayne E. White of t h e 
Ozark-Hamoning Company, Tul­ 
sa, Okla., said the new sub­ 
stance, called Rural, is m u c h 
less poisonous than the fluoridat­ 
ing agents now in use and can, 
therebore, be handled with less 
danger by water plant person­ 
nel. 
Flurai is self-policing in t h e 
sense that it w-ill release fluorine 
to the water only so long as the 
concentration of the anti-dental- 
decay element is below a cer­ 
tain safe maximum. 
Dr. White added that “ educa- 
ton of the public has proceeded 
to the point that the ‘man on the 
street’ usually know's that if his 
city w'ater has about one part 
flurine per million parts of water 
his children will have b e t t e r 
teeth than if they do not have 
this magic element.”
